Washington, September 4.—The 
#enate foreign relations committee 
late today finished its work on the 
peace treaty with Germany and af- 
ter adopting four reservations to the 
league of nations covenant ordered 
the treaty reported to the senate 
with about two score amendments 
Previously incorporated. 

“The treaty, signed at Versailles 
June 28, and submitted by Presi- 
dent Wilson to the senate and re- 
ferred to the committee July 10; now 
passes, far as the United States 
is concerned, into the final stage— 
that of open consideration by the 
senate for ratification or rejection. 
Committee action was deferred on 
the special treaty to protect France 
ahd on other treaties submitted. 

Chairman Lodge will return the 
treaty te the senate with a formal 
*majority report late next week. A 
_ -Minority repert ithe. demecrats 
opposing both amendments and res- 
ervations is to be filed within three 
days thereafter and it is expected 
that actual consideration of tha 
treaty will begin about September 
15. Weeks of debate. before the 
fimal vote are expected.

"ONE-WAY" PLAN 
FOR CITY SIRE 
TRAFFIC BEATEN 


Proposed New Ordinance 
Given Careful Considera- 
tion by Joint Committee 
and Is Now Ready for 
Council. 


PARKING IS FORBIDDEN 
ON SEVERAL STREETS 


In “Business District,” 
Cars Not Allowed to 
Park for More Than 
Hour, With a Few Ex- 
ceptions. 


The one-way street plan for sevy- 
enteen of the city’s business streets 
was eliminated from the proposed 
new ordinance at the joint meeting 
of the firemasters, police and ordl- 
nance committees on Thursday aft- 
ernoon. The only one-way street 
provided for in the plan is Exchange 
place, and.the soutn side of this 
Street is to be a non-parking area. 
The new ordinance as it now stands 
for presentation ~before the coun. 
cil meeting, on the third Monday 
in this month, presents several new 
changes in the traffic regulations 
that have been in force. 

Quite an extended debate was 
heard on the one-way street propo- 
Sition, both from members of the 
joint committee and from business 
men on the streets that would have 
been affected by the proposition if 
it had been applied to the streets 
originally suggested. The final 
consensus of opinion was that the 
adoption of the plan in its broad 
application would be more harmful 
to business conditions on the af- 
fected streets than beneficial. 

Parking of Cars. 

The parts of the new ordinance 
that deal with the parking of cars 
are radically different from the 
regulations that now exist, since all 
vehicles must be parked parallel 
with the curb, at a distance of not 
over twelve inches from the curb, 
and no two vehicles are to stand 
abreast. This is to be effective 


on all streets except Marietta, be- 


tween Peachtree and Spring, where 
all vehicles must be parked at right 
angles with the curb. 

The proposed ordinance further 
provides that on week days, be- 
tween the hours of 7:30 in the morn- 
ing and 7:30 in the evening, vehicles 
shall not be parked on Pryor street 
between Peachtree street and dge- 
wood avenue; nor on James street, 
between Peachtree and Spring 
streets; nor on Poplar street from 
Peachtree to Spring; nor on Fairlie 
street, from Marietta street to Car- 
negie place; nor on North Pryor 
place. 

The limits of the non-parking 
area on Whitehall and Peach- 
tree streets are from Cain street to 
Trinity avenue. 

The ordinance further designates a 
prescribed portion of the downtown 
district to be known as the “bus- 


set forth. The district consists of 
the territory within and includes the 
following streets: 

“Business District” Rules, 

Beginning at the corner of Ellis 
and Fairlie streets, along Ellis street 
to Ivy; along Ivy to Decatur; along 
Decatur street to Pryor; alung Pryor 
to Mitchell; along Mitchell to Tor- 
syth, and including that block on 
Mitchell street between Torsyth 
street and Madison avenue; along 
Frsyth street from Mitchell to Ma- 
rietta; along Marietta to Fairlie 
and on Fairlie from Marietta to 
Ellis. 

Within this district no machines 
may park longer than one hour, ex- 
cept physicians’ cars, which may 
hb. parked for two hours; a car 
vith broken mechanism that makes 
its movement impossible; or at such 
places where automobiles are for 
hire and are permitted to park by 
the mayor and gencral council, Phy- 
sicians’ cars must be marked with 
a card of permit issued by the 
city. 

No permit shall, under the provi- 
sion of the new ordinance, be grant- 
ed to a builder or to anyone tha, 
will necessitate the utilization of 
the street within less than four feet 
of the street car tracks. 

The. new speed regulations sug- 
gested in the ordinance allow a 
maximum speed of 15° miles pe. 
hour within the inner fire limits 
and a maximum of 25 miles per 
hour outside of such limits except 
in parks owned or maintained by 
the city. 

Additional provisions require that 
no vehicle may be parked in front 
of a hotel, office building or the- 
ater; that all vehicles must draw 
near to the right-hand curb and 
stop upon the approach of fire 
apparatus: that vehicles running 
north and south shall have right- 
of-way, except that . vehicles on 
Edgewood avenue shall have richt- 
of-way over all vehicles except 
those on Peachtree street: and that 
no Vehicle shall be parked on the 
streets with car-tracks within 30 
feet of the near right-hand cor- 
ner of intersection,

President Declares That 
While Pact Will Not 
Banish War, It Will 
Make War “Violently 
Improbable.” 


PRESIDENT IS GIVEN 
GREAT OVATIONS 


He Points Out That Crit- 
ics of League Have Dis- 
cussed Only Three Out 
of Its Twenty-Six Ar- 
ticles. 


Indianapolis, September 4.—“Put 
up or shut up,” was the advice given 
opponents of the league of nations 
by President Wilson here tonight in 
the second address of his 10,000-mile 
tour of the United States. “If the 
critics of the league have something 
better to suggest,” said the presi- 
dent, “I hope they will hold their 
convention and do it now.” 

He said the league opponents could 
not hope to defeat the program ex- 
cept by Rfrring something better. 

The president told a crowd of sev- 
eral thousand here tonight that no 
one believed the league of nations 
would make all wars impossible, but 
that he expected it to make war 
“violently improbable.’’ 

The economie and arbitration sec- 
tions of the covenant, he asserted, 
would “keep war on the outskirts,” 
and make it only a “last resort.” 

Opponents of the league of na.- ' 
tions, he said, had discussed only 
threé out of twenty-six articles of

left here shortly after 10 o'clock to- 
night for St. Louls, where he will!

Before a crowd that filled to over- 
flowing the fair grounds coliseum, 
with a sexnting capacity of 16,000, the 
president made the second address of 
his tour. He began speaking at 8:16 
o'clock, and was given an ovation 
as he arose. 


Cheered for Ten Minutes. 

The president was escorted to the 
colfseum at the state fair grounds by 
a committee which included Gov- 
ernor James P. Goodrich, Mayor 
Charles T. Jewett, of Indianapolis: 
Thomas Taggart, former Governor 
Samuel I. Ralston apd Franklin 
McCray, president of the Indiana 
branch of the League to Enforce 
Peace. 

Thousands of persons, including 
many visitors to the. state fair, 
crowded the streets and cheered lus- 
tily as the president passed. 

James P, Goodrich, republican gov- 
ernor of Indiana, in a brief address, 
welcomed the president.

PRESIDENT ASKS 


PEOPLE TO EXERT 
THEIR INFLUENCE 


Columbus, Ohio, September 4.—In 
the first speech of his trans-conti- 
nental tour, President Wilson here 
today urged the American people to 
exert their influence for acceptance 
by the United States senate of the 
peace treaty signed with Germany 
and predicted that the senate would 
ratify the treaty. 

“When this treaty is accepted,” 
President Wilson said, ‘‘the men in 
khaki will never have to cross the 
seas again, and I say when it is 
accepted, because it will be accept- 
ee. 

Speaking to a capacity audience 
which filled every nook in Memo- 
rial hall, the president said it was 
not his purpose during the trip to 
“debate” the treaty but to expound 
it to the people. He declared there 
was a concert of feeling among the 
allied representatives at Versailles. 
Referring to the American delega- 
tion, he said: 

“We were under instructions and 
we did not dare come home without 
fulfilling those instructions. 2 
couldn’t have brought back the kind 
of a treaty I did bring back I never 
would have come back.”

I have for a 
long time chafed at the confine- 
ment of Washington. I have 
for a-long time wished to fulfill 
the purpose with which my 
heart was full when I returned 
to our beloved country, name- 
ly, to gO out and report to my 
fellow countrymen concerning 
those affairs of the world which 
now need to be settled. 

The only people I owe any 
report to are you and the other 
citizens of the United States and 
it has become increasingly nec- 
essary, apparently, that I should 
report to you. After all the 
various angles at which you 
have heard the treaty held up, 
perhaps you would like to know 
what is in the treaty. I find it 
very difficult in reaging some 
of the speeches that I have read 
to form any conception of that 
great document. 

It is a document unique in the 
history of the world for many 
reasons, and I think I can not 
do you a better service’ or the 
peace of the world a better 
service than by pointing out to 

“you just what this treaty con- 
tains and what it seeks to do. 


SEEKS TO PUNISH 
GREAT WRONG. 


In the first place, my fellow 
citizens, it seeks to punish one 
of the greatest wrongs ever 
done in history, the wrong 
which Germany sought to do 
the world and to civilization and 
there ought to be no weak pur- 
pose with regard to the appli- 
cation of the punishment. She 
attempted an intolerable thing, 
and she must be made to pay 
for the attempt. 

The terms of the treaty are 
severe, but they are not unjust. 
I can testify that the men as- 
sociated with me at the peace 


‘conference in Paris had it in 


their hearts to do justice and 
not wrong, but they knew per- 
haps with a more vivid sense 
of what had happened than we 
could possibly know on this side 
of the water, the many solemn 
covenants which Germany had 
disregarded, the long. prepara- 
tion she had made to overwhelm 
her neighbors, the utter disre- 
gard which she had shown for 
human rights, for the rights of 


“women and children and those 
“who were helpless. 
speen their lands devastated by 


They had 


an enemy that devoted itself, 
not only to the effort of victory, 


‘but to the effort of terror, seek- 


ing to terrify the people whom 
they fought, and I wish to testi- 
‘fy that they exercised restraint 


in the terms of this treaty. 
. They did not wish to overwhelm 


any great nation and they had

no purpose in overwhelming the 
German people, but they did 
think that it ought to be burned 
into the consciousness of men 
forever that no people oucht to 
permit its government to do 
what the German government 
did. 

“In the last analysis, my fel- 
countrymen, aS we in 
America would be the first to 
claim a people are responsible 
for the acts of their govern- 
ment, if their government pur- 
poses things that are wrong, 
they ought to take measures 
and see to it that that purpose 
is not executied. 

Germany was self-governed. 
Her rulers had not concealed 


. the purposes that they had in 


mind, but they had deceived 


their people as to the character 
of the methods they were going 


to use and I believe from what 
I can learn that there is an 
awakened consciousness jn 
Germany itself of the deep i- 


' quity of the thine that was at- 


tempted. 


WAR GREAT CRIME, 
AUSTRIANS ADMIT.

When the Austrian delegates 
came before the peace confer- 
they, in so many words, 


~ 

spoke of the origination of the 
war as a crime and admitted in 
our presence that it was a thing 
intolerable to contemplate. They 
knew in their hearts that it 
had done them the deepest con- 
ceivable wrong; that it had put 
their people and the people of 
Germany at the judgment seat 
of mankind and throughout this 
treaty every term that was ap- 
plied to Germany was meant 
not to humiliate German but 
to rectify the wrong that she 
had done. And if you will look 
even into the severe terms of 
reparation, for there was no 
indemnity—no indemnity of any 
sort was claimed—merely re- 
paration, merely paying for the 
destruction done, merely mak- 
ing good the losses, so far as 
the losses could be made good 
which she had unjustly inflict- 
ed, not upon the governments— 
for the reparation is not to go 
to the governments—but upon 
the people whose rights she had 
trodden upon with absolutely 
no sense of everything that 
even resembled pity. There is 
no indemnity in this treaty, but 
‘there is reparation and even in 
the terms of reparations a 
method is devised by which the 
reparation shall be adjusted to 
Germany’s ability to pay it. 

I am astonished at some of 
the statements I see made about 
this treaty and the truth is 
that they are made by persons 
who have not read the treaty or 
who, if they have read it, have 
not comprehended its meaning. 

There is a method of ad- 
justment in the treaty by which 
the reparation shall not be 
pressed to the utmost point that 
she can pay, which is just, 
which is righteous. It would be 
intolerable if there had been 
anything else, for my fellow 
citizens. This treaty is not 
meant merely to end this sin- 
gle war, it is meant as a no- 
tice to every government who, 
in the future, will attempt this 
thing, that mankind will unite 
to inflict the same punishment. 


TREATY TO PREVENT 
SIMILAR WAR. 


is no national ‘triumph 
be recorded in this 
treaty. There is no-~ glory 
sought for any particular na- 
tion. The thought of the states- 
men collected around that ta- 
ble was of their people, of the 
sufferings that they had gone 
through, of the losses they haa 
incurred, that great throbbing 
heart which was so depressed, 
so forlorn, so sad in every mem- 
mory that it had had of the five 
tragical years, my fellow coun- 
trymen. Let us never forget 
the purpose, the high purpose, 
the disinterested purpose, with 
which America lent its strength, 
not for its own glory, but the 
advance of mankind. 

And, as I said, this treaty 
was not intended merely to end 
this war; it was intended to 
prevent any Similar war. 

I wonder if some of the op- 
ponents of the league of na- 
tions have forgotten the prom- 
ises we made our people be- 
fore we went to that peace tae 
ble? We had taken by process- 
es of law the flower of our 
youth from every countryside, 
from every household, and we 
told those mothers and fathers 
and sisters and wives and sweet- 
hearts that we were taking 
those men to fight a war which 
would end business of that sort, 
and if we do not end it, if we 
do not do the best that human 
concert of action can do to end 
it, we are, of all men, the most 
unfaithful—the most unfaithful 
to the loving hearts who sff- 
fered in this war; the most un- 
faithful to those households 
bowed in grief, yet lifted with 
the feeling that the lad laid 
down his life for a great thing, 
among other things in order 
that other lads might not have 
to do the same thing. 

That is what the league of 
nations is for, to end this war 
justly, and it is not merely to 
serve notice on governments 
which would contemplate the 
same things which Germany 
contemplated, that they will do 
it at their peril, but also con- 
certing the combination of pow- 
er of which will prove to them 
that they Will do it at their per- 
il. It is idle to say the world 
will combine against you be- 
cause it may not, but it is per- 
suasive to say the world is com- 
bined against you and will re- 
main combined against any who 
attempt the same things that 
you attempted. 

The league of nations is the 
only, thing that can _  ~»pre- 
vent the recurrence of. this 
dreadful catastrophe and redeem 
our promises. And the charac- 
ter of the league is based upon 
the experience of this very war. 

“I did not meet a single pub- 
lic man who did not admit these 


There 
sought to 


things, that Germany would not 
have gone into this war if she 
had thought Great Britain was 
going into it and that she most 
certainly would never have gone 
into this war if she had dreamed 
America was going into it, and 
they have all admitted that a 
notice beforehand that the 
greatest powers of the world 
would combine to prevent this 
sort: of things it would have 
prevented it absolutely. 


PASSIONS OF WORLD 
ARE NOT DEAD. 


When gentlemen tell you, 
therefore, that the league of na- 
tions is intended for some other 
purpose than this, merely reply 
to them, ‘If we do not do this 
thing we have neglected the 
central covenant that we made 
to our people,’ and there will be 
no statesman of any country who 
can thereafter promise his peo- 
ple any alleviation from _ the 
perils of war. 

The passions of this world are 
not dead; the rivalries of this 
world have not cooled; they have 
been rendered hotter than ever. 
The harness that is to unite na- 
tions is more necessary now than 
it ever was before, and unless 
there is this sureness of com- 
bined action before wrong is at- 
tempted, wrong will be at- 
tempted as soon as the most am- 
bitious nations.can recover from 
the financial stress of this war. 

Now look, what else is in the 
treaty. This treaty is unique 
in the history of mankind be- 
cause the center of it is the re- 
demption of weak nations. There 
never Was a congress of nations 
before that considered the rights 
of those who could not enforce 
their rights. There never wasa 
congress of nations before that 
did not seek to affect some bal- 
ance of nower brought about by 
means of serving the strength 
and interest of the strongest 
powers concerned, whereas this 
treaty builds up nations that 
never could have won their free- 
dom in any other way. It builds 
them up by gift, by largeness, 
not by obligation; builds them 
up because of the conviction of 
the men who wrote the treaty 
that the rights of people trans- 
cend the rights of governments, 
because of the conviction of the 
men who wrote that treaty that 
the fertile source of war is 
wrong; that the Austro-Hunga- 
rian empire, for example, was 
held together by military force, 
and consisted of peoples who did 
not Want to live together; who 
did not have the spirit of na- 
tionality as towards each other; 
who were chafing  wwder the 
bands that held them. Ilun- 
garyl, though a willing partner 
of Austria, was willing to be 
her partner because she could 
share Austria’s strength for ac- 
complishing her own ambitions, 
and her own ambitions were to 
hold under the Jugo-Slavic 
peoples that lie to the south of 
her. 


STRESSES RIGHTS 
OF SMALL NATIONS. 


Bohemia, an unhappy partner— 
apartner by duress, flowing in 
all her veins the strongest na- 
tional impulse that was to be 
found anywhere in Europe’‘ana 
north of that pitiful Poland, a 
freat nation divided up among 
the great powers of Europe, 
torn asunder—kinship- disre- 
garded, natural ties treated 
with contempt and an obligatory 
aivision among sovereigns im- 
posed upon her, a part of her 
given to Russia, a part of her 
Siven to Austria and a part of 
her given to Germany, and great 
bodies of Polish people never 
permitted to have the normal 
intercourse with their kinsmen 
for fear that that fine instinct 
of the heart should assert itself 
which binds families toegther. 
Poland could never have won her 
independence. Bohemia never 
could have broken away from 
the Austro-Hungarian combina- 
tion. The Slavie peoples to the 
south, running down into the 
great Balkan peninsula, had 
again as often tried to assert 
their nationality and their in- 
wiependence, and kad as often 
been crushed, not by the im- 
mediate power they were fight- 
ing, but by the combined power 
of Europe. The old alliances, 
the old balances of power, were 
meantto see to it that no little 
nation asserted its rights to the 
disturbance of the peace of Eu- 
rope, and every time an asser- 
tion of rights was attempted 
they were suppressed by com- 
bined influence and force, and 
this treaty tears away all that 
and says these people have a 
right to give theirown lives un- 
der the governments which they 
themselves choose to set. up. 
That is the American principle, 
and I was glad to fight for it 
and when strategic considera- 
tions were urged, I said—not I 
alone—but it was aematter of 
common council that strategic 
considerations were not in our 
thought that we are not arrang- 
ing for future wars, but were 
giving people what belonged to 
them. 


_CLAIMS OF ITALY 
ON ADRIATIC. 
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PLEBISCITE DECIDED 
ON UPPER SILESIA. 


who has a more tender sympa- 
thy for the great people of Italy 
than I have, and a very stern 
duty was presented to us when 
we had to consider some of the 
claims of Italy on the Adriatic 
because strategically from the 
point of view of future wars 
Italy needed a military foot- 
hold on the other side of the 
Adriatic, but her people. did 
not live there except in little 
spots. It wasa Slavic people, 
and I had to say to my Italian 
friends but everywhere else in 
this treaty we have given ter- 
ritory to the people who lived on 
it, and I do not think that it is 
for the advantage of Italy, and I 
am sure it is not for the ad- 
vantage of the world to give 
Italy territory where other peo-. 
ple live. I felt the force of the 
argument for what they wanted, 
and it was the old argument that 
had always prevailed, namely, 
that they needed it from a mil- 
itary point ef view, and I have 
no doubt that if there is no 
league of nations, they will need 
it from a military point of view, 
but &f there is a league of na- 
tions, they will not need it from a 
military point of view. If there 
is no league of nations, the mil- 
itary point of view will prevail 
in every instance, and peace will 
be brought into contempt, but if 
there is a league of nations, 
Italy need not fear the fact that 
the shores on the other side of 
the Adriatic tower above her 
lower sandy shores on the side 
of the sea because there will be 
no threatening guns there, and 
the nations of the world will 
have considered not merely to 
see that the Slavic peoples have 
their rights, but that the Italian 
people have their rights as well. 
I would rather have everybody on 
my side than be armed to the 
teeth, and every settlement that 
isright, every settlement that is 
based upon the principles I have 
alluded to is a safe settlement, 
because the sympathy of man- 
kind will be behind it. 

Some gentlemen have feared 
With regard to the league of na- 
tions, that we will be obliged to 
do things we don’t want to do. 
If the treaty were wrong, that 
might be so; but if the treaty 
is right, we will wish to pre- 
serve right. I think I know the 
heart of this great people whom 
I,for the time being, have the 
high honor to represent, better 
than some other men that I 
hear talk. 

I have been bred and am 
proud to have been bred in the 
old revolutionary stock which 
set this government up, when 
America was set up as a friend 
of mankind, and I know—if they 
do not—that America has never 
lost that vision or that purpose. 

But I haven’t the slightest 
fear that arms will be necessary 
if the purpose is there. If I 
know that my adversary is armed 
and I am not, I do not press the 
controversy, and if any nation 
entertains selfish purposes set 
against the principles estab- 
lished in this treaty, and is told 
by the rest of the world that it 
must withdraw its. claims, it 
will not press them. 


The heart of this treaty, then, 
my fellow citizens, is not even 
that it punishes Germany—that 
is a temporary thing—it is that 
it rectifies the age-long wrong 
Which characterized the history 
of lcurope. 

There were some 
Wished that the scope of the 
treaty wouid reach some other 
age-long wrong. It was a big 
job, and I don’t say that we 
wished that it were bigger, 
elsewhere than in Europe, and 
there Were other wrongs 
of the same kind, which no 
doubt ought to be righted, and 
some day will be righted, but 
which we could not draw into 
the treaty, because we could 
deal only with the countries 
whom the war had engulfed and 
affected. But so far as the scope 
of our treaty went, we, recti- 
fied the wrongs which have 
been the fertile source of war 
in Europe. 

Have you ever reflected, 
fellow countrymen, on the real 
source of revolution? Men 
don't start revolutions in a sud- 
den passion. Do you remember 
what Thomas Carlyle said about 
the French revolution? He was 
speaking of the so-called Hun- 
dred Days’ terror which reign- 
ed, not only ir Paris, but 
throughout France, in the days 
of the French revolution; and 
he reminded his readers that 
back of that hundred days of 
terror lay several hundred 
years of agony and of a wrong. 
The [Trench neople had been 
deeply and consistently wrong- 
ed by their government: robbed: 
their human rights disregarded, 
and the slow agony of those 
hundreds of years had after a 
While gathered into a hot ago- 
ny that could not be suppressed. 
Revolutions don’t spring up 
over night; revolutions gather 
through the ages; revolutions 
come from the long-suppression 
of the human spirit; revolutions 
come because men know that 
they have rights and that they 
are disregarded. And when we 
think of the future of the world 
in connection with this treaty, 
we must remember that one 
of the chief efforts of those who 
made this treaty was to remove 
that anger from the hearts of 
great peoples, great peoples 
who had always been suppress- 
ed and always been used, who 
had always been the tools in 
the hands of governments—gen- 
erally of alien governments— 
not their own. And the makers 
ot the treaty knew that if these 
wrongs were not removed, there 
could be no peace in the world, 
because, after all, my fellow 
citizens, war eomes from the 
seed of wrong, and not from 
the seed or right. This treaty 
is an attempt to right the his- 
tory of Europe, and in my hum- 
ble judgement, it is a measure- 
able success. I say “measure- 
able,” my fellow citizens, bhe- 
cause you wil] realize the dif- 
ficulty of this. Ifere are two 
neighboring peoples. The one 
have not stopped at a sharp line 
and the settlements of the other 
people, or their migrations. he- 
£un at that sharp line; they 
have intermingled, There are 
regions where vou can’t draw a 
national line and say there are 
Slavs on this side and Italians 
on that; there is this people 
there and that peonle there, It 
can't he done. You have to 
approximate the line. You have 
to come to it, as near to it as 
you-can, and then trust to the 
process of history to re-distri- 
bute, it may be, the people who 
are on the wrong side of the 
line. And there are many such 
lines drawn in this treaty. and 
to be drawn in the Austrian 
treaty. and where perhaps there 
are more lines of that sort than 
in. the German treaty.

When we came to draw the 
line between the Polish people 
and the German people, not the 
line between Germany and Po- 
land—there was not any Po- 
land, strictly speaking — the 
line between the German peo- 
ple and the Polish people. There 
were districts like the upper 
part of Silesia, or rather the 
eastern part of Silesia, which is 
called “Upper Silesia,” because 
is mountainous, and the 

part is not. High Si- 

is chiefly Polish, and 
when we came to draw a line 
to represent Poland, it was nec- 
essary to include high Silesia, 
if we were really going to play 
fair and make Poland up of the 
Polish peoples Wherever we 
found them in sufficiently close 
neighborhood to one another. 

But it wasn’t perfectly clear 
that upper—that high Silesia 
wanted to be part of Poland. 
At any rate there were Ger- 
mans in high Silesia who said 
that it did not, and, therefore, 
we did there what we did in 
many other places; we said 
“Very well, then, we will let 
the people that live there de- 
cide.” We will have a referen- 
dum within a certain length of 
time after the war, under the 
supervision of an international 
commission, which will have a 

ufficient armed force behind it 
© preserve order and see that 


nobody interferes with the elec- 
tions. We will have an abso- 
lutely free vote and high Si- 
lesia shall go either to Ger- 
many or to Poland, as the peo- 
ple in high Silesia prefer, 

And that illustrates many 
other cases where we provided 
for a referendum, or a plebiscite, 
as they choose to call it; and 
are going to leave it to the peo- 
ple themselves, as we should 
have done, what government 
they shall live under. 

It is none of my prerogatives 
tu allot peoples to this gov- 
evrnment end the other. It is 
nobody’s right to do that allot- 
ing, except the pcople them- 
selves, and I want to testify 
that this treety is shot through 
with the American principle of 
the choice of the governed. 

Of course at times it went 


‘gurther than we could make a 


practical policy of, because 
various peoples were keen upon 
getting back portions of their 
populations which were sepa- 
rated from them by many miles 
of territory, and we coulan’t 
spot over with little pieces of 
separated states. 

I even had to remind my 
Italian colleagues that if they 
were going to claim every place 
where there was a large Italian 
population we would have to 
cede New York to them, be- 
cause there are more Italians in 
New York than in any Italian 
city. . 


MAGNA CHARTA 
OF LABOR. 


But I believe—I hope—that 
the Italians in New York city 
are as glad to stay there as we 
are to have them. I would not 
have you suppose that I am in- 
timating that my Italian col 
leagues entered any claim for 
New. York city. 

We, of all peoples in the 
world, my fellow citizens, ought 
to be able to understand the 
questions of this treaty and 
without anybody = explaining 
them to us; for we are made up 
out of all the peoples of the 
world. I dare say that in this 
audience there are representa- 
tives of practically all the peo- 
ples dealt with in this treaty. 

You don’t have to have me 
explain national ambitions to 
you; national aspirations. You 
have been brought up on them; 
you have learned of them since 
you were children, and it is 
those national aspirations which 
we ‘sought to realize, to give 
an outlet to, in this great 
treaty. 

But we do much more than 
that. This treaty contains, 
among other things, # magna 
charta of labor—a thing un- 
heard of until this interesting 
year of grace. There is a whole 
section of the treaty devoted to 
arrangements, by whieh the in- 
terests of those who labor with 
their hands all over the world— 
whether they be men or women 
or children—are all of them to 
be safeguarded, And next month 
there is to meet the first assem- 
bly under this section of the 
league—and let me tell you it 
will meet whether the treaty 1s 
ratified by that time or not. 

There is to meet an assem- 
bly which represents the inter- 
ests of laboring men through- 
out the world, not their political 
interests. There is nothing po- 
litical about it. It is interests 
the men concerning the condi- 
tions of their labor, concerning 
the character of labor which 
women shall engage in, the 
character of labor which chil- 
dren shall be permitted to en- 
gage in: the hours of labor, and, 
incidentally, of course, the re- 
muneration of labor. The labor 
shall be remuneration in pro- 
portion, of eourse, to the main- 
tenance of the standard of liv- 
ing which is proper, for the 
man who is expected to give 
his whole brain and intelligence 
and energy to a particular task. 

I hear very little said about 
this magna charta of labor, 
which is embodied in this. It 
forecasts the day which ought 
to have come long ago, when 
statesmen will realize that no 
nation is fortunate which is not 
happy, and that no nation can 
be happy whose people are not 
contented, contented in their In- 
dustry, contented in their lives 
and fortunate in the circum- 
stances of their lives. 

If I were to state what seems 
to me to be the central idta of 
this treaty, it would be this: It 
is almost a discovery in inter- 
national conventions—‘‘that na- 
tions do not consist of their gov- 
ernment, but consist of their 


is a rudimentary idea; 
it. seems to us to go without 
saying to us in America, but, my 
fellow citizens, it Was never 
the leading idea in any other in- 
ternational congress that I ever 
heard of; that is to say, any in- 
ternational congress made up of 
the representatives of govern- 
ment. 

They were.always thinking of 
national policy, of national ad- 
vantages, of the rivalries. of 
trade, of the advantages of ter- 
ritorial conquest. 

There is nothing of that in 
this treaty, 

You will notice that even the 
territories which are taken 
away from Germany, like her 
colonies, are not given to any- 
body. There isn’t a single act 
of annexation in this treatv. But’ 
territories inhabited by people 
not yet able to rovern them- 
selves, either because of eco- 
nomic or other circumstances, 
or the stage of their develop- 
ment, are put under the care of 
powers, who are to accept as 
trustees, trustees responsible in 
the forum of the world, at the 
bar of the league of nations, and 
the terms upon which they are 
to exercise their trusteeship are 
outlined. They are not to use 
those people y way of nrofit 

fight their wars for 
vy are not to permit 

’ form of slavery among 
them, or of enforced labor. 
They are to sce toit that there 
are humane conditions*® of la- 
bor with regard not only to the 
women and ehildren, Mut the 
men, too. They are to estab- 
lish no fortifications; they are 
to regulate the liquor and the 
opium traffie; they are to see 
to it, in other words, that the 
lives of the people whose care 
they assume—not sovereignty 
over whom they assume, but 
whose care they assume—are 
kept clean and safe and holy.

It goes beyond that and it 

seeks to gather under the com- 
mon supervision of the league 
of nations, the various instru- 
mentalities by which the world 
has been trying to check® the 
evils that were in some places 
debasing men, like the opium 
traffic, like the traffice—for it 
was a traffic—in men, women 
and children; like the traffie in 
other dangerous drugs; like the 
traffic in arms among uncivil- 
ized people, who could use arms 
only for their detriment; «for 
sanitation: for the work of the 
Red Cross. Why those clauses, 
my fellow citizens, draw the 
hearts of the world into league; 
draw the noble impulses of the 
world together and make a poem 
of them. 
TI used to be told that this was 
an age in which mind was mon- 
arch; and my comment was that 
if that were true, then mind 
was one of those modern mon- 
archs that reigns and does not 
govern: but as a matter of fact, 
we were governed by a great 
representative assembly, made 
up of the humand passions, and 
that the best we could manage 
was that the high and fine pas- 
sions should ‘be in a majority, 
so that they could control the 
face of passion, so that they 
could check thé things that were 
wrong, and this treaty seeks 
something like that. 

In drawing the humane én- 
deavors together, it makes a 
mirror ef the fine passions of 
the world, of its philanthropic 
passions, and of its passion of 
pity, of this passion of human 
Sympathy, of this passion of hu- 


There again 
the treaty comes 
object of the 
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mane friendliness and helpful- 
ness, for there is such @ passien. 


READ THE TREATY, 


WILSON URGES. 

I beg, my fellow citizens, that 
you and the rest of these Amer- 
icans with whom we are happy 
to be associated all over this 
broad land, will read the treaty 
themselves—or if they won't 
take time to do that—for it Its 
a technical document that is 
hard to read—that they will ac- 
cept the interpretation of those 
who make it and know what 
the intentions Were in the mak- 
ing of it. 

I hear a great deal, my fel- 
low citizens, about the selfish- 
ness and the selfish ambitions of 
other governments, but I would 
not be doing justice to the men 
who I was associated with on 
the other side of the water, if 
I didn't testify that the purposes 
that I have outlined, were their 
purposes. 

We differed as to the method, 
very often: we had discussions 
as to the details, but we never 
had any serious discussion as to 
the principle.

There is a concert of. mind 
and of purpose and of policy in 
the world that was never in ex- 
istence before, I am not saying 
that by way of credit to myself 
or to those colleagues to whom 
I alluded, because what hap- 
pened to us was that we got 
messages, from our people; we 
were there under instructions, 
whether they were worn down 
or not, as we didn't dare come 
home without fulfilling those 
instructions. 

If I could not have 

back the kind of treaty [| 
brought back, I would never 
have come back, because I would 
have been an unfaithful sery- 
ant and you would have had the 
right to condemn me in any way 
that you choose to use, so that 
I testify that this is an Ameri- 
can treaty not only, but it is 
& treaty that expresses. the 
heart of the pepple—of' the 
Sreat peoples who were associ- 
ated together in the war against 
Germany. 
I said at the opening of this 
informal address, my fellow ecit- 
zens, that I had come to make 
a report to you. I want to add 
to that a little bit. I have not 
come to debate the treaty. It 
speaks for itself if you will let 
it. The arguments” directed 
against it are directed against 
it With a radical misunderstand- 
ing of the instrument itself, 
Therefore, [ am not going any- 
where to debate the treaty. I 
am going to expound it and I 
am going, right here now today, 
to urge you in every vocal meth- 
od that you can use, to assert 
the spirit of the American peo- 
ple in support of it.

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WORK 1S START 
BY RIGHWAY BOARD 


W. R. Neel Elected High- 
way Engineer and Is In- 
structed to Proceed at 
Once With Organiza- 
tion of His Force. 


Georgia’s new highway commis- 
sion got down to work Thursday 
morning soon after the members 
were sworn in by Governor Dorsey, 
when they met at 10 o’clock for the 
first time. 

The three members, who include 
Professor C. M. Strahan, head of the 
civil engineering department of the 
University of Georgia; R. C. Neely, 
prominent merchant and banker, of 
Waynesboro, and Stanley Bennett, 
Widely-known lawyer, of Quitman, 
made their first official action the 
election of W. K. Neel as state high- 
Way engineer. Mr. Neel held this 
position under the former commis- 
sion. 

Mir. Neel was instructed to proceed 
at once with the organization of the 
staff of the highway department, 
and to fill the various positions, 
such as chief field engineer, assist- 
ant engineer and clerks, so that ac- 
tive work may be carried on. 

Will Be Few Changes. 

It is understood that practically 
ali the present force of the state 
highway department will be re- 
tained so that there will be little or 
no delay from this cause, 

The commission decided to hola 
meetings in Atlanta the fourth Fri- 
day of each month, but vested such 
power in the chairman that he wiil 
be able to look after the details 
of the work, and shoulder such re- 
sponsibilitics for the members as 138 
necessary for expediting affairs be- 
tween now and the time of the next 
meeting. 

It was arranged that the chair- 
man would visit the highway de- 
partment every week. Dr. Strahan 
stated after the meeting that he 
would be in Atlanta every [Friday 
afternoon and Saturday, when he 
will be available for conferences. 

The present headquarters of the 
highway department, 605 Walton 
building, will be maintained, and 
all business will be transacted from 
these otfices. 

The first two steps of the com- 
mission, Dr. Strahan said, will be 
to assist in getting federal aid pro)- 
ects started. “There are now jobs 
worth several million dollars ready 
to preceed, having been delayed by 
the war. The engineer” will take 
these up at once, and aid in getting 
them under way.” 

Data Needed, 

The next important feature of 
the highway program will be to 
gather informatron and data to be 
used in the selection of a system ol 
state highways, such as is outlined 
in the act which became a law at 
the last legislature. 

In his letter of acceptance to 
Governor Dorsey, Dr. Strahan _ re- 
ferred to the big work ahead of 
the commission, which the members 
will enter upon with enthusiasm, 
but suggested that the board be 
given “sympathetic and patient in- 
dulgence from the pedple of Geor- 
gia.” 

‘Tor,” he adds,

the larger constructive program 
‘Géorgia, in common with Califor- 
nia, Maryland and the other states, 
must rely on. large = financing 
through the issue of state road 
bonds.” ‘ 

Dr. Strahan took the opportunity 
to: pay a tribute to the old board, 
saying “I deem it a privilege to 
express my appreciation of the ear- 
nest efforts put forth by the old 
board under’ seriously hamperinsg 
conditions, the fruit of which will 
soon be made apparent to the pub- 
lic in active construction going on 
in many counties in various sec- 
tions of the state; and the new 
board will owe much to the pioneer 
work and .experience to which it 
falls heir.” 

It was with some reluctance that 
Pr. Strahan accepted the appoint- 
ment to the board, even after the 
ruling -of the attorney’ -general 
cleared up all doubt as to his elisi- 
bility when he was already holder 
of a state position, but he declared 
Thursday that he was delighted 
over the prospects which now face 
the commission.

OHIO COLLEGES 
TO HAVE COURSES 
IN ATHLETICS 


All colleges in the ‘btate of Ohio, 
or members of the Associated Ohio 
Colleges, not even excepting Ohio 
State university, which is also a 
member of the western conference, 
will be urged to add a course in 
athletics to their curriculum start- 
ing with the fall term this month, 
and to make the taking of such a 
course compulsory with all stu- 
dents physically able to take the 
work. 

While not entirely original with 
Dr. von den Steinen, of Western Re-" 
serve college, of Cleveland, he re- 
ceives the major portion of credit 
for the plan because of the manner 
in which he has devoted his time 
to it since returning from France, 
where he served with a _ medical 
unit during the dark days of the 
war. Lr. von den Steinen returned 
to Cleveland late in June. 

According to the plan of the 
Cieveland educator, the matter will 
be piaced squarely before the offi- 
cials of the various colleges at the 
annual meeting of the organization. 
which will probably be called the 
second week in September at Co- 
jumbus. There are 23 members of 
the Chio Associated Colleges, and 
practicaily all of them have wuar- 
anteed to send representatives. 

Having served on draft boards in 
this country before going across 
the Atlantic, Dr. von den Steinen 
declared it as his belief that young 
America is greatly in need of ath- 
letic training. He recites that many 
young men who passed under his 
observation appeared to be in per- 
fect health, but were defective as 
far as muscular development was 
concerned and unable to do even 
moderate work of a physical na- 
ture.

For terms of four years, the mem 
bers will be C. J. Haden, of Atlanta: 
Mrs. S. B. C. Morgan, of Savannah: 
Dr. R. W. Weaver, of Macon, and 
W. C. Vereen, of Moultrie. 

The commission was formed with 
special reference to the coming cen- 
sus when the educational authori- 
ties of the state hope to have a 
better showing as regards adult 
illiteracy than heretofore. An 
fort will be made to teach as many 
adults as possible the rudiments of 
reading and writing before the cen- 
sus is taken. 

One of the duties of the body will 
be to receive donations or bequests 
for this branch of educational work, 
and it is expected that gifts will ‘be 
made from certain educational foun- 
dations,

Western Star Outclasses 

Philadelphian in Every 
Department of Play and 
Wins in Straight Sets. 
Australian Exhibition 
Match Today. 


Forest Hills, N. Y., September 4.— 
William M. Johnston, of San Iran- 
ciseo, Gefeated William T. Tilden 
Il., of Philadelphia, in straight sets 
in the final match for the national 
turf singles championship on_ the 
West Side clyb tennis courts here 
today. 

In eliminating the towering Phil- 
adelphian by scores of 6-4, 6-4, 6-3, 
Johnston placed himself upon a ten- 
nis pinnacle seldom reached by rac- 
quet masters. With Tilden he was 
the sole survivor of 128 players 
who began the struggle for the title 
on August 25. This field contained 
the famous Australian team, win- 
ners of the English championships 
at Wimbledon, as well as American 
players, conquerors in the A. EK. F. 
tournaments abroad. 

The new champion played fully up 
to the high standard necessary to 
clinch such an honor. It is doubt- 
ful if Johnston or any other tennis 
star has ever shown a better all- 
round game from both the stand- 
point of stroking and court strategy. 
This, too, in the face of the stiffest 
opposition that he has ever faced, 
for Tilden did not go down to de- 
feat without a demonstration of re- 
playing. Yet, great as 
was the Philadelphian’s game, his 
courage and his stamina, there was 
not the slightest question when the 
last shot had been scored that John- 
ston was the master that-both the 
game and point scores appeared to 
indicate. : 

Johnston Strong Player. 

In analyzing the match, it is hard 
to discover a single weakness in the 
tennis of the title-holder, notwith- 
standing that he is but five feet nine 
inches, as compared to Tilden’s over 
six feet, and weighs less than 130 
ounds, the terrific speed of Tilden 
n both service and volley did not 
for a moment fluster the victor. Al- 
though every point was bitterly 
fought and numerous errors re- 
corded in the constant chance-tak- 
ing efforts.of the two players to 
find an opening through which to 
drive a winning point, Johnston was 
always the steadier. With his cat- 
like agility, he was able to gain the 
net frequently from wich point 
the ball would rattle off his rac- 
quet until he had maneuvered Til- 
den into a position where he could 
crackle out an unreturnable place- 
ment act. When the Philadelphian 
was able to’ secure a stand at the 
barrier Johnston would slide the 
ball down the side lines just out of 
his reach. “ 
Points and Strokes. 


The point score and stroke analy- 
sis. while not indicating with their 
cold figures the brilliancy of the 
tennis battle, give an illuminating 
irfsicht into the effectiveness of the 
rival racauet work. Johnston won 
three sets to none, 18 games to 11, 
and 109 points to 82. Johnston was 
guilty of 26 outs to Tilden’s 30; 
30 nets, to Tilden’s 38; while the 
loser was charged with five dou- 
ble faults to Johnston’s one. The 
new title-holder scored almost 
twice as many placements as the 
leser. the score being Johnston, 33 
placements: Tilden, 17, while on the 
other hand "Tilden drove through 
eight clean service aces to three 
for Jchnston. 

Tomorrow the opening exhibition 
matches between the all-American 
and all-Australian teams will be- 
gin. In these matches Tilden_and 
Johnston, R. Norris Williams II., of 
Roston, and.

Lesson 89. 


Who Should Take Plays, 

To avoid mixups between fielders 
an understanding as to which shall 
make the effort on every play 
necessary. Of course, it is impos- 
sible to have a previous understand- 
ing as to which player shall go aft- 
er each kind of a hit, because situa- 
tions continually arise that compel 
variations. But it is possible for 
each team to subdivide the ball 
field into sectors with the under- 
standing that any ball hit in that 
sector shall be tried for by tne field- 
er presiding over such territory. 

It is best that the sévond base- 
man cover first base ou e:il bunts 
toward first base which aye fielded 
by the first baseman, or fo. which 
the first baseman tries and the 
pitcher fields. The pitcher and first 
baseman should understand thor- 
oughly which shall try for such]! 
balls. Ordinarily the catcher fields 
bunts shorter than fifteen feet from 
the plate toward first, the pitcher 
takes those rolling in the next thir- 
ty feet and the first baseman, for 
safety’s sake should not come more 
than half way to the plate for any 
bunt, as by doing.so he must start 
on a dead run and take the chances 
of having the ball chopped past him. 
In all these cases the second base- 
man should come up fast and cover 
first base. He can do so in natural 
position while the pitcher, if he cov 
ers, must turn around to make a 
catch or take the throw over his 
shoulder, which is dangerous, The 
first baseman who rushes forward, 
should drop flat and stay out of the 
play if he fails to reach the ball, as 
he is in the road and if he should 
try to return and cover first base 
he would have to make the catch 
in the most awkward possible con- 
dition.

modern school of left- 
handed first basemen too many 
overdo the act of fielding bunts 
toward first. They should rely more 
upon pitchers to handle such hits 
and reserve tlieir forward rush to 
situations when they expect to 
make the play to second base to 
force out the runner there. In 3uch 
plays it is justifiable for fi:st base- 
man to start with the pitch, come 
to within thirty-five feet of the 
plate and make the throw to sec-

entirely around. The 
second baseman covers first in that 
play also, leaving short to take the 
at second. 


One of the worst misunderstand- 


|ings is between shortstop and third 


as to which’ fielder ‘shah handle 
slow hit balls rolling straight to- 
ward the shortstop’s position. The 
ball should be delegated to the 
third baseman, who should eut 
across fast, straight toward the 
pitcher, and make the play which 
is directly before him. The pitcher 
should not try at all for such balls 
unless they are hit within ten or 
twelve feet of his position. This is 
especially true of left-handed pitch- 
ers who must turn almost twice 
around to make a throw to first on 
such a ball. This leaves the short- 
stop free to play a deep field in 
safety. Bunts sfraight down the 
fowl line belong to the third base- 
man unless rolling very slowly so 
that the catcher can pursue and 
handle them within twenty feet of 
the plate. The pitcher, unless ex- 
ceptionally fast and a quick starter 
cannot handle such balls ag readi- 
lv as can a third baseman.

Solitary Practice. 
In the course of one of his lec- 
tures, Dr. David Starr Jordan once 


remarked that all actual learning 
must be done in solitude—the way 
of the student was Indian file. To 
m, early recognition of the fact that 
this truth applies also to the world 
of sport, I owe much of my success 
at golf. In saying this I do not 
mean to write anything against that 
delightful feature of the game— 
companionship on the links—for 
nothing can take the place of that, 
butI do meanthatfor the ambitious 
golfer, who wants to learn how to 
control his shots, a certain amount 
of solitary practice is absolutely 
necessary. 

One may play well at times in 
matches, but the sort of skill that 
results in a reasonable certainty of 
being able to produce a given shot 
at a given time, must be the product 
of a practice that is something akin 
to the practice of scales by a musi- 
cian. Muscles must be so trained by 
intelligent repetition that the power 
to make the correct shot becomes 
largely automatie. 

When a man plays in a match the 
fighting, rather than the artistic 
instinct, is uppermost, and he is 
tempted to do many an unorthodox 
thing in order to gain a temporary 
advantage. When this becomes 
habitual, the wrong instinct results 
in having n> settled method and be- 
ing really master of no shot. The 
impulsive player, who trusts to the 
inspiration of the moment, may rise 
to great heights, but alas! he falls 
also to great depths. 

The real object of training is to 
acquire a settled form, for the good 
player is one that averages high. 
The veriest dub may be able, at 
times, playing subjectively, to make 
a fine round. Therefore, I partic- 
ularly advise the player who hopes 
to make a great effort, to find a 
few regular hours of solitary prac- 
tice during the week. 

It is‘my theory that the problem 
before each golfer is how to adapt 
his individuality to the game. In 


working this out he will necessarily 
make many mistakes, and it is best 
to meet and conquer them alone. 

The onlooker is likely to judge 
one too leniently, -r too severely. 
The hard, conscientious worker 
necds a tempered judgment. It 
must not be severe enough to dis- 
courage, nor lenient enough to over- 
look serious faults. It is easy to 
crush a beginner by criticism, it is 
equally easy to smother out any 
good gz - by undue flattery. 

For these many reasons, I advise, 
after acquiring the fundamentals 
from a professional, to work out a 
system of solitary practice and fol- 
lov it religiously. 

The way of the solitary learner 
is paved with difficulties, and it is 
well to recognize them in the be- 
ginning, and not to be discouraged 
thereby. 

The chances are that when our 
new golfer first goes out near the 
c‘ubhouse w.i.as his golf « 'uipment, 
sorts his balls and makes a couple 
of shots, Sam Smith will saunter 
along, criticise the work and talk a 
bit about the practice; when he! 
leaves, Jack Robinson comes and 
asks to be allowed to try his hand 
hitting. a ball, or ..0, or veing near 
the clubhouse, the unha,yy wxolfer is 
called to the ‘.evitable telephone. If. 
on the other hand, he chooses a spot 
farther from the clubhouse, he may be 
disturbed bv work teams, and alto- 
gether it may be seen that the man 
who goes torth to get an “our or so 
of systematic practice will find many 
a precious minute ruthlessly sac- 
rificed., 

Here ig where a man’s tenacity of 
purpose is tested, and if he is lack- 
ing in perseverance he will give up 
all idea of practice and confine him- 
self to the pleasant little friendly 
games that add so much'‘to the 
pleasure of living, but do not, un- 
fortunately, advance our skill. If 
you stick to your plan, however, you 
can learn to adjust yourself to al- 
most anything, and some time or 
other, inthe course of the week, will 
be made or found comparatively 
free from interruptions. 


Atlanta Black Crackers

It is conservatively estimated 
that there were around 60 men, in- 
cluding officers, in the company 
that executed three separate fire 
orders on Captain McNabb.

One object of Captain Frost's vis- 
it here is to present a report 
the Baptist Home Mission board 
here, which assists him in the work 
at Jacksonville. A feature of 
inetitute for the already seafaring 
man, especially, is the religious and 
welfare work, for as he points out

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BOLSHEVIKI SLAY 
OVER 1,000 PEOPLE 
IN SINGLE CITY 


Constantinople, September 4.—(Vla 
London.)—More than 1,000 persons 
were executed by the Bolsheviki be- 
fore they evacuated the city of Yek- 
aterinoslav, in southern Russia, ac- 
cording to a dispatch received here 
from that city, giving an account 
of the massacres by a physician who 
was the principal medical expert 
present at the opening of the pits 
into which the bodies of these vic- 
tims had been thrown after their 
execution. This physician, a Dr. 
Robin, declares the victims’ heads 
had been crushed with hammers and 
their bodies badly mutilated. Many 
of them, he says. were found with 
broken legs and arms, caused by 
blows with sledgehammers, speci- 
mens of which were found in the 
Vicinity. 

The physician tells of the case 
of one officer who missed being 
struck by the firing squad’s bullets 
and, simulating death, escaped the 
Bolsheviki, who came along bayon- 
etting the wounded. 

The Bolsheviki organizations in 
the city has been headed by a work- 
man named ValiavKa and various 
Chinese, the report adds, and the 
principal posts of the soviet admin- 
under them were in the 
; of young men and women. 
Wholesale pillaging is declared to 
have occurred in the town before 
its evacuation. 


The evaeuation of Yekaterinoslav 
by the Bolsheviki apparently occur- 
red more than two months ago. A 
Russian wireless dispatch from Mos- 
cow, July 1, which reported the 
capture by the Cossacks of Kharkov. 
announced also that the Bolsheviki 
had lost Yekaterinoslav, 115 miles 
southwest of Kharkov.
